said 

Weather conditions which will tend to 
decrease the smog levels in Upland 
include strong Santa Ana winds, rain 
and very intense sunlieht 

Conditions that would intensify the 
smog in Upland include on-shore winds 
blowing Los Angeles generated pollution 
to the valley, trapping the smog against 
the moumains; and sunlight nat quite 
intense enough to break through the 
inversion layer of air over Upland 

No matter how intense the smog gets 
there's a way to beat it, according to 
Betzler, stay indoors 

Ozone, the gas that burns eyes and 
lungs, is created in the atmosphere by a 
chemical reaction generated by strong 
sun gi ht 

The sun creates oxygen molecules with 
three atoms of oxygen in it from the 
oxygen we breathe every day, a 
molecule with two atoms of oxygen 

Ozone is created in the atmosphere 
when sunlight hits oxygen molecules. By 
staying indoors, prefereably in an air 
conditioned room, you breathe oxygen in 
its normal, unexcited state. Once out of 
the direct rays of the sun, ozone 
deteriorates to breathable oxygen 
according to Betzler 

Betzier watches and services the air 
pollution measuring instruments in the 
SBAPCD's Upland and Chino stations, 
two of 10 in the county. Others are in San 
Bernardino, Redlands, Big Bear, Lake 
Gregory, Twenty-nine Palms, 
Victorville, Barstow, and Needles 

He makes sure all the instruments in 
both stations are working correctly 
He also refills chemical tanks used by 
certain measuring instruments 

Betzler also prepares a taped forecast 
weekdays local residents can hear by 
calling 985-1693. Forecasts are updated 
mornings at 10 a.m. and provide 
weekday and weekend forecasts of smog 
levels 

When smog levels reach a third stage 
alert level, 60 ppm, the SBAPCD informs 
the county board of supervisors who, in 
turn, decide whether to close down 
schools, shopping centers and factories 
and curtail automobile driving in the 
county 

In a first stage smog alert, 20 ppm, 
residents are warned. In a second stage 
alert. 40 ppm, schools and recreation 
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departments as well as factones are 
asked to curtail unnecessary physical 
activities as much as possible 

SBAPCD’s central office in San 
Bernardino receives a continuous flow of 
information from the county's ten 
stations of levels of nitrogen dioxide 
oxides af nitrogen, carbon monoxide and 
ozone in the air to make “episode 
forecasts” (smog forecasts) 


According to Betzler, instruments at 
each station are frequently tested and 
calibrated by the State of California Air 
Resources Board to insure accuracy 


He said the chief function of the 
SBAPCD is to monitor the air and inform 
the people of any dangerous conditions 
He said that the County of San 
Bernardino probably has the biggest 
obligation to monitor the air, and to keep 
ahead of other counties in this area,

Representatives of the First 
Presbyterian Church of Upland have an- 
nounced that “‘The Inn,’’ a shelter care 
home for temporary placement oi 
children from birth to 18 years old, will 
open in early July under the church s 
sponsorship 

One year ago the church session 
members, while on retreat, heard of the 
need for creating a shelter care home for 
the temporary and emergency care of 
children awaiting more permanent 
placement in a foster or group home. or 
perhaps, even a return to their own 
homes 

The problem of what to do with a non- 


Yelinquent child whose parems (or 


parent) are ill; have been arrested: or 
who has beaten them, is one that 
confronts West End Juvenile officials 
frequently. At the present time the only 
place for them is in the dependency unit 
of juvenile hall in San Bernardino 
Approximately 50 children per month 
Spend anywhere from five days to three 
weeks in this facility while 
arrangements for their futures are being 
determined. Their emotional stress 
only heightened by transfer to an 
institution - a close family unit would be 
much less frightening to a child who s 
Confused and alone.

The house was purchased last 
November through memorial gifts in 
memory of Gary Thrall, Allan Barr and 
Lela McClelland and benevolence money 
has been budgeted in 1974 for its 
oper ation 

This is the first time that a shelter 
care home has been established by an 
organization such as the church There 
have been private homes in the past m 
the West End but currently there are no 
home facilites available to the local 
juvenile authorives

County Welfare Department, the Ontario 
Police Department, and the local 
Ontario, Welfare Department have all 
given advice, suggestions and help in the 
establishment af this Inn. To quote Katie 
Zbinden of the Ontario Police

The Alta Loma Fire Protec 
tion District will be accepting 
bids for the building of Fire Sta 
tion No. 1 beginning July 2 

The proposed fire station was 
the topic of some heated dis 
agreement in January, primari- 
ly over its location 

In January, the Cucamonga 
Fire Protection District claim 
ed the station, to be built at the 
corner of 19th and Amethyst 
streets, was too close to its own 
Station 

A letter was sent to the Alta 
Loma Fire Protection District 
threatening that Cucamonga 

would withdraw from the then 
proposed conselidatien of the 
fire districts unless the new fire 
station site could be examined 
by the Foothill Fire District 

“I believe the dispute has 
been resolved,’ said Ben 
Mackall, Cucamonga fire chief 

I don’t believe the Cucamonga 
district has any comment to 
make on it pro or con 

Mackall said the new location 
places the Cucamonga and Alta 
Loma stations farther apart 
than they are now. ‘There is no 
doubt the present stations are 
too close,"’ he said 

Voters in the unincorporated 
communities of Cucamonga 
Alta Loma and Etiwanda voted 
June 4 to establish a Foothill 
Fire Protection District, un- 
iting existing fire protection 
districts under one board 
Although the measure passed 
it has not yet gone into effect 

Alta Loma, however, has 
never really stopped in its plans 
for the new fire station, which 
is being built on the same cor- 
ner as proposed 

‘There is still a need for a 
fire station in this area,”’ said 
Alta Loma Fire Chief Eugene 
Billings 

Preparation of the site for the 
new station, he said, should be 
complete in 15-20 days and is 60 
per cent paid for 

The people in Alta Loma, he 
continued, voted a new tax to 
help pay for the station, the 
Alta Lema District ran some 
studies, and sees no need to 
change its plans
